Mr, Chairman, Lady end Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present to you the Annual Report of the 
Medical Officer of Health for the year 1964. 


The number of births in the area rose from 341 to 358 but this 
only raised the Birth Rate from 20 per thousand population to 20.6, 
It is unfortunate to note that illegitimacy rose from thirteen to 
eighteen births - a rise of 38%! 


On the other hand there were fewer deaths - 254 compared with 
283 - and this lowered the Death Rate from 12.6 to 11.1 


Equally it is good to note that the Infant Mortality Rate fell 
from 17.6 per thousand live births to 11.2. Heart Diseases were 
the largest single cause of death (55) with various malignancies 
coming second (32). Motor vehicle accidents accounted for an 
exactly similar number to 1963 - five. 


Again Measles and Dysentery led the list of notifiable diseases, 
Measles, however, in 1964 totalled only 202 cases as against 409 the 
previous year. The 4+ cases of Dysentery were mainly from an 
outbreak in one junior school in the area. 


Full statistics will be found in the body of the report. 

As this will be the last report I shall submit to you may I 
place on record my appreciation over 103 years of the never failing 
friendliness and ready co-operation of my colleagues in the 
Department and the happy relationships I have enjoyed with yourself, 
Mr. Chairman, and all those who have for varying turns been members 
of the Health Committee.

This was the Offices, Shops 
and Railway Premises Act, It is doubtful whether any other 
Act of Parliament has ever been preceded by such a welter of 
circulars and literature. The implementation of the Act was 
well under way by the end of the year.

Slaughterhouses, Food and Food Premises 


There is only one. slaughterhouse in operation in the district, 
and this is a small private one situated in Freckleton. All 
animals slaughtered were inspected and details of meat and other 
foodstuffs dealt with are set out in the table following:- 
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The number of slaughtermen licensed at the end of the year 
was nine. 


The number of visits made in connection with the inspection 
of food was 252. 


There are seven bakers and/or confectioners in the district. 
All premises were found to be satisfactory and no formal action 
was required. 14+ visits were made to food premises of all kinds. 
No serious contravention of the food hygicne regulations was found, 
and minor defects were remedied without the need for any action. 


Forty-six premises were registered for the sale of ice-cream. 
Of these, 5 sell loose ice-cream; two sell loose and wrapped; 
and 39 sell wrapped ice-cream only. Three premises are registered 
for the manufacture of ice-cream, and all use the hotemix method 
of production, Twenty-eight samples of ice-cream were submitted 
to the laboratory for examination, and all except five proved 
satisfactory to the tests carried out. Thirty-three inspections 
were made at ice-cream premises. Four premises are registered for 
the manufacture of cooked meat products. Eight inspections were 
made and all premises were satisfactory.

No action was necessary under the Public Health (Prevention 
of Tuberculosis) Regulations, 1925. 


Under Regulation 20 of the Milk and Dairies (General) 
Regulations, 1959, five notice were served requiring pasteurisation 
of milk found to be infected with brucella organisms; five notices 
were withdrawn, As described in previous reports, the result of 
all this sampling, reporting, serving and withdrawing of notices, 
checking and re-checking is practically nil. 


FACTORIES 


There were 64 factories on the register on the 31st December, 
1964, 13 inspections were made and one notice was served in 
connection with insufficient or unsuitable or defective sanitary 
accommodation. With about five exceptions the factories are mainly 
of the small owner-occupied type. 


SANITARY ACCOMMODATION 


Conversion of privy middens and pail closets continued, 
mainly in connection with improvenent grants. The number and

All schools are provided with satisfactory drinking water 
facilities. 


PUBLIC CLEANSING AND SALVAGE 


The Council provides 2 weokly collection of refuse in all 
Parishes; and 211 refuse is disposed of at the Whinbrick Tip. Tho 
inerease in bulk of refuse as against its weight continued, and 
towards the end of the year the Council ordered a new refuse 
collection vehicle incorporating rear loading and compression, It 
is forecast that this type of vehicle will replace, in their turn, 
each of the existing fore and aft tippers. 


The last of the petrol driven vehicles was taken out of service 
and disposed of during the year. The present establishment of 
vehicles consists of three 18 cue yd. and one 12 cu. yd. Karrier 
diesel fore and aft tippers, and one 12 cue yd. Ford diesel side 
loader which is used for emergency and special collections. 


There was no increase of staff during the year, and 18 men, 
including four drivers, were employed upon refuse collection. One 
man is employed as salvage baler, and another as tip attendant. 
Day to day supervision is exercised by a foreman under the general 
direction of the Public Health Inspectors, 
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Waste paper continued to be sold to Thames Board Mills, and 
the amount disposed of and its cash value was as followsi:-=

MOVEABLE DWELLINGS 


There were 82 sites in the area used for camping purposes 
during 1964. Of these 7 were licensed under Section 269 of the 
Public Health Act, 1936; 70 were licensed under the Caravan Sites 
and Control of Development Act, 19603 and 5 were unauthorised sites 
used for tents during the summer. 


The number of caravans concerned in those sites licensed under 
the 1960 Act was 2,392, and it is estimated that the maximum number 
of campers resident in the area at one time during the summer season 
was between 5 and 6 thousand. 


There are 378 caravans in the area which are used for 
residential purposes. 


By the end of the year, only one licensed site had not been 
brought up to the standard required by the site licence. This site 
has changed hands and it is hoped that it will be completed before 
the 1965 caravanning season begins. 


Four hundred and forty nine visits were made to caravan and 
camping sites - almost double the number for 1963. This was largely 
due to all the running about in connection with an attempt to 
"police" unauthorised tenting sites. Unfortunately little was 
achieved, or is ever likely to be until tented camping legislation 
is put on something like similar lines to that applied to caravans, 


Successful legal proceedings against contraventions of the 
1960 Act were taken in seven cases. 
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WATER SUPPLY 


The district is well supplied with mains water by the Fylde 
Water Board, and it is estimated that the number of houses in the 
area which are connected to the Board's mains is 4,822. The
